As in the 
Devine-Ryan-Moss contest, 
the potential results of a

Stubblefield seems more 
serious than Moss about 
running for election rather 
than for revenge (or 
whatever).

The UNCF Research 
Report, a publication of the 
United Negro College 
Fund, analyzed the high 
school records and test 
results’ of students taking 
College Entrance 
Examination Board 
Admission Tests who 
designated a UNCF 
college to receive their 
results. 

The economic profile of 
the students emerging 
from these figures and 
published by the Report is 
this: 

37.4 percent of the 
UNCF applicants’ families 
are in the $6000 and under 
income bracket per year, 
compared to only 7.3 
percent of all college- 
bound seniors; 

The median family 
income for the black 
students was $7,600,

Private black 
colleges have traditionally 
served to educate 
economically and cultural 
disadvantaged youth and 
to elevate them to 
productive and creative 
citizenship.

She said Ford 
was a nice guy, but his 
policies were ineffective 
and he _ shouldn’t be 
president again.

he’s elected,”’ Jordan said. 
But he would be a 
president that. would 
assure a more equitable 
distribution of the wealth, 
she said. 

Citing the high unem- 
ployment rate, reaching 
nearly 40 percent in some 
black areas, and the lack 
of available jobs among 
those with college 
degrees, Jordan told the 
crowd, “President Ford 
told the audience in Kan- 
sas City, ‘t look out over 
America, and | like what | 
see’.

Jordan gained national 
prominence in 1966 when 
she was elected to the 
Texas Senate, the first 
black since 1883. 

She was also thrust back 
into the public light for her 
strong stance during the 
Watergate hearings and 
for her key address 
delivered last July during 
the Democratic National 
Convention.

And then the other thing 
is to take public 
jobs...move into the ghet- 
tos and other places where 
there's pockets of high 
unemployment .. That's 
why | talked a lot about 
teenagers today. Those 
kids need to get work. It 
doesn't have to be high- 
paying work, but it’s gotta 
be work. They need to 
learn skills, feel good 
about themselves, develop 
working habits, and then 
they've got a better chance 
of making it in private jobs. 

And what Jimmy Car- 
ter's saying is that what 
we want to do is give 
everyone an alternative 
where they can find work. 
And then, if you get in the 
situation where people 
have good work and won't 
take it-and we're not 
talking about mothers with 
children at home because 
a mother with pre-school 
kids should decide what's 
best for the kids; many 
times the best place for a 
mother is at home with 
those kids--but where 
there's a person who 
doesn't have an excuse for 
not working, where there 
are jobs, then we should 
have a way of getting that 
person to go to work. And | 
think...most people would 
agree. 

CaP: So you feel that 
stimulating jobs in the 
private sector is not 
enough, that a program of 
public service jobs is also 
needed? 

MONDALE: Both, you 
have to do both. In other 
words,.| think there are two 
steps. One, is what they 
call “macro-economics." 
..Stimulate the economy, 
so that there are more 
businesses, more housing, 
more construction, that 
kind of thing. Then more 
people will be hired. 

Second thing is, at some 
point, if you keep doing 
that, at some point it will 
become inflationary. At 


some point, you reach in to 
the pockets of high unem- 
ployment, and hire people 
with public service em- 


ployment. This is what 
economists call ‘“micro- 
economics.” 

Then, the other thing 


you do at the same time to 
help keep inflation down 
is...get interest rates down, 
make businesses compete, 
and so on. Use the 
president's office to keep 
prices down. If you can 
keep prices down, you can 
stimulate employment... 
And that's going to be the 
central obective of our ad- 
ministration: simply to put 
people back to work 

CaP: On the foreign 
policy front, you spoke of a 
foreign policy that reflects 
traditional American 
values. How would this 
relate to Africa? 

MONDALE: Gov. Car- 
ter's been very specific on 
that, and very clear. You 
might know his closest ad- 
visor on African policy is 
Andy Young (U-S. Rep. An- 
drew Young, D-Ga.).... We 
have to be for majority rule 
and national independence 
in Africa, just as we are in 
the United States. That 
policy we've had for seven-

Why shouldn't 
they be free? 

Now, of course, we can't 
always have our way. But 
what | keep saying is, we 
shouldn't lose our way. In 
other words, we should 
make it clear where this 
country stands.

Operation Big Vote 


Overconfidence--that all but dis- 
credited notion that somehow everything 
will turn out for the best, with or without 
personal involvement—poses a serious 
threat to the black potential for real, 
pivotal influence on the forthcoming 
National election in November. 

With Operation Big Vote shifting its 
emphasis trom registering blacks to 
luring them to the polls on election day, 
the National Coalition on Black Voter 
Participation, sponsor of Operation Big 
Vote, hopes to provide remedies that will 
prevent a repeat of the low turnout 
statistics recorded In Detroit and in Mem- 
phis and other cities with big black 
populations. 

Leaders of Operation Big Vote are tur- 
ning on all of the machinery at their com- 
mand to encourage a national turnout 
rate among registered blacks that at least 
equals the 87 percent rate of registered 
blacks’ turnout for the 1968 presidential 
election, the peak year of black voter par- 
ticipation in modern times 

Operation Big Vote units in all of the 
36 target cities in 13 states recognize 
November 2 as a crucial national election 
day. But beyond that, they also know that 
mobilization of black voters now Is a sen- 
sible method of stirring up early support 
for black elected officials, hundreds of 
whom face primaries and elections in the 
spring of 1977. 

When Operation Big Vote began in 
August, it was challenged to make a sub- 
stantial dent in the more than 7 million 
black Americans who were not 
registered. With registration books 
closing all over America during the first 
week of October, it strains credibility to 
Suggest that even this aggressive 
national effort, reached all of the millions 
of black non-participants in the political 
process. 

But Operation Big Vote has been 
responsible for untold thousands of 


biack registrants being added to voting 
rolls. Moreover, the national drive has in- 
spired equally aggressive efforts In non- 
target cities where local groups respon- 
ded positively to Operation Big Vote's 
message to the multitudes. And those In- 
dependent efforts have reached out to 
touch thousands of other potential black 
voters. 

With only a few days remaining before 
election day, plans are being developed 
for car pools, baby-sitters, poll watchers, 
telephone banks, sample ballots, instruc- 
tion in the use of voting machines—all 
manner of techniques designed to make 
voting convenient for the newly 
registered and to encourage the veterans 
of voting to keep on doing what they've 
been doing for years. 

What the leaders of Operation Big Vote 
know is that the presidential election is 
liable to be decided by a vote margain 
that is less than the 10 percent which the 
potential black electorate represents in 
America. And they are determined that 
the black vote this year, as in 1960 and 
1948, will make the difference. Further- 
more, races in at least 80 congressional 
districts can be decided by an aroused 
black vote. Operation Big Vote casts a 
covetous eye on the black potential for 
influence in those jurisdictions, too. 

The message this year is clear. Besides 
the presidential contest, black voters 
can, if they participate, clean house— 
state houses; the house of Congress; 
even the White House—if they determine 
their interests have not been well served 
by current office holders. Or they can see 
to it that unworthy challengers learn that 
the house is not to be their home. A 
strong turnout of black voters will prac- 
tically guarantee that the politics of 
neglect and the politics of taking black 
folks for granted will be discarded in 
future years by politicians who read 
enough black handwriting on the ballots. 


Vote For Issue No 8 


The Call & Post strongly urges the 
residents of Cuyahoga County to turn out 
In record numbers on November 2nd to 
vote FOR passage of Issue 8, the Health 
& Welfare Levy, which the voters of the 
county have the opportunity of renewing, 
This important levy was first approved by 
the voters in 1944, and since then has 
been the means of cushioning the shock 
of misfortune for thousands of people, by 
providing them with help when crises 
strike, and giving them breathing time to 
get back on their feet. 

Unfortunately, in the June 1976 pri- 
maries, a low turnout of voters, many of 
whom did not take time to vote either for 
or against the Welfare Levy, led to its 
defeat. Most of the opposition to the levy 
came from West Side suburban com- 
munities. 

The levy now up for renewal is a pack- 
age which will yield a net TAX REDUC- 
TION of one-half mill to all property tax- 
payers for county health and welfare pro- 
grams. The reduction will take place 
even though the November 2nd proposal 
would increase the health and welfare 
levy by one-half mill, from 2.9 mills to 3.4 
mills maximum, for collection beginning 
in 1977, because the full one-mill 
hospital building levy which has been 
collected for capital improvement pur- 
poses will expire at the end of this year. 
Thus taxpayers will be saving $4 
million next year. 

So, county homeowners are being 
asked to contribute hess for health and 
welfare services than in 1976. 

What happens if the levy fails again? 

County health and welfare services 
would have to be cut drastically—most of 


them by 25% to 40%. Think what a 
catastrophy this would bring to persons 
in need who must rely on services and 
programs of the county. 

In addition to the local revenue lost of 
approximately $27.2 million each year, 
Cuyahoga County would become 
ineligible for matching funds from the 
state and federal governments amount- 
ing to more than $270 million a year. 

Without these funds a lot of people will 
suffer misery. This will be especially true 
for those who use the facilities of the 
Cuyahoga County Hospital systems of 
which Cleveland Metropolitan General 
Hospital is a major part, as well as High- 
land View Hospital, Sunny Acres 
Hospital, the Kenneth W. Clement Center 
for Family Health Center, the Chronic IIi- 
ness Center, and East and West Side 
Tuberculosis Clinics. On an average day, 
2,306 patients were served by the system 
in 1975. Hospital admissions in 1975 
totaled 17,297, and total outpatient clinic 
visits were 323,997. 

These funds also make possible the 
services of Day Care services, Foster 
Care Services, Aid for Dependent 
Children (ADC), Homemaker Services, 
and Meals-on-Wheels for persons over 60 
years of age. 

Certainly, if you have used any of these 
services in the past, or think you or your 
loved ones, may need them in the future, 
your own self interest will send you to the 
polling place November 2, to vote FOR 
Issue 8. Even this may not be enough, so 
we urge you to talk to your neighbors 
and urge them to turn out in record num- 
bers to support this important—yes, 
critical issue.

NEW WAYS OF PREDICTING STROKE: 
Scientists are finding new ways of predict- 
ing stroke and other disabilities by looking 
into the eye. “Indeed, the eye is the win- 
dow to look into the body as well as one to 
look out,"’ according to Charles Riva of 
the Harvard University Medical School. “It 
is the only place where we can examine 
details of the circulatory system without 
cutting into the body,” he said. 

Riva described clinical uses of dyes to 
examine blood circulation in the retina for 
earlier detection of glaucoma and other 
eye diseases. Other researchers have dis- 
cussed recently the use of ultra sound and 
electronic devices to identify stroke prune 
patients. (NNPA)

To put it more accurate, perhaps it 
should be said that It was the one campaign in which 
neither President Ford or Jimmy Carter were able to 
come up with any issue that stirred up any significant 

blic interest. 

P Both Ford and Carter engaged In political finger- 
pointing, and an over-abundance of silly rhetorics but, 
so far, they've said very little to arouse public interest 
in this bicentennial year. And now, with less than a 
week to go, it Is distinctively doubtful if they can cook 
up a scheme to prevent the campaign from being 
recorded by historians as the issueless campaign. 

So when voices of indignation are raised over the 
predictud low voter turnout, the major fault should be 
placed on the leaders of the Republican and 
Democratic Parties. For It is these political tacticians 
who are guilty of lulling the voters into a state of un- 
precedented apathy and unconcern. 

It is a sad commentary, but the dullness of the cam- 
paign has been so pathetic that one might long for 
the days of the "Yippies,” and the civil rights demon- 
strations that created such historical excitement and 
violence during presidential campaigns of 1964, ‘68 
and '72. 

Even the highly publicized debates between Ford 
and Carter before a captive television audience 
estimated at from 90 to 100 million have not been ef- 
fective in creating the type of excitement expected of 
a presidential campaign. From this viewer's candid 
observation, both Ford and Carter miserably failed to 
come across as knowledgeable presidential timber in 
either of the three face to face confrontations. 

Call it a lack of charisma, a lack of platform man- 
nerism or just being Ill prepared for the task at hand, 
but from this corner, both Carter and Ford simply 
blew their opportunity to convince viewers of their 
protessed leadership ability. 

But be that as it may, on Tuesday, Nov. 2, one of the 
two will be elected President of these United States of 
America to cap the celebration of its 200th birthday. 
And in spite of all of its faults and shortcomings, a 
Ford or a Carter is no birthday gift that Americans can 
cheer about. 

In the meantime, Gov. James A. Rhodes, who had 
announced earlier in the game that he would be too 
busy with his own program to become deeply in- 
volved with the Ford-Carter battle of rhetorics, won an 
unprecedented scrap with the Democrat-controlled 
Ohio Legislature last Monday when the Senate 
Democrats grudgingly voted to sustain his demands 
to remove Gregory J. Stebbins from the Ohio In- 
dustrial Commission. 

But while Rhodes won the battle, the Democrats are 
obviously treating it as having lost a battle but not the 
war, for they promptly raised a question of whether 
the decision to deal with the Stebbins issue was on 
safe legal grounds at a special session of the 
legislature. They contend that to do so without 
exhaustive committee hearings opened loopholes on 
which the court might overturn the action on the due 
process provision. 

So, approaching the situation with this thought in 
mind, Stebbins’ attorneys have advised him to report 
for duty at his OIC post daily, even though he has 
been fired, his desk cleared of his personal 
belongings, and his name removed from the state 
payroll, just as he has done for the past several years. 

The Senate vote sustained Rhodes’ charges that 
Stebbins had conducted a corrupt administration, was 
guilty of inefficiency and dereliction of duty. The . 
Senate also yielded to Rhodes’ special session 
demands to remove Stebbins ‘before sundown” on 
Oct. 18.

Removing - The Poor 


Remember those urban renewal programs of the 
1950s that plowed up central cities, destroying homes 
and neighborhoods of poor people to make way for 
speculative projects that benefited the better-off? 

Well, hold on to your hats because those days are 
on the way back — at least if numerous housing ex- 
perts, city planners, and urban theorists have their 
way. 

Typical of the new thrust in city planning is the 
recent testimony, before a Congressional committee, 
of a man described in news accounts as “a theorist 
on the recovery of American cities.” 

He urged that the urban poor be moved away from 
center-cities so that the areas could be redeveloped 
to attract middie income suburbanites back to the 
cities. That sounds to me like a theory for the destruc- 
tion of American cities. 

But it’s typical of the mounting support for that kind 
of thinking that his testimony was taken so seriously. 
It fits into what Is becoming known as the “triage” 
theory. 

That's a battlefield term for medics faced with a 
situation in which they've got to provide fast medical 
aid to casualties under battlefield conditions. Let the 
dying die, the theory goes, and concentrate your 
scarce resources on those who might pull through. 

Translated into the urban environment by planners, 
the theory says, in effect, that poor neighborhoods 
can't be saved so just let them deteriorate while 
providing services to neighborhoods in better con- 
dition. Ultimately property values will fall and the 
areas will be ripe for developments like shops, offices 
and middle and upper income housing. 

As for the poor who live in those neighborhoods — 

_ tough luck. Help them relocate to the outskirts of 
town. Out of sight, out of mind. 

The abject failure of the urban renewal programs of 
two decades ago ought to be a warning against this 
approach to city officials, but they're blinded by what 
they see as the attractions of increasing the city's tax 
base. Run-down slums are full of non-taxpaying 
properties and abandoned buildings. Redevelopment 
means increased property taxes and wealtheir 
residents who can spend more. 

The joker in the deck is that supporters of this ap- 
proach think it can be effected smoothly. Large scale 
emigration to the suburbs somewhat eased the urban 
housing crunch in the sixties, and they think 
redevelopment can be accomplished without too 
much pressure on the housing market. 

But suburbanization has slowed and housing prices 
have sky-rocketed. The slack in the housing market 
isn't there any more so that if poor neighborhoods are 
destroyed for redevelopment, the poor who live in 
them will have no place to go. 

That means the developers and the speculators will 
run Into a stone wall of anger, frustration and bitter- 
ness from the people they're trying to dispossess. 

Anyone who seriously believes that poor people, 
black people and brown people locked into ghetto 
areas can be shovelled out of their neighborhoods to 
make way for white middie class people whenever

Remember Lionel 
Barrymore? He was that 
diagnostician in the movie 
versions of “Dr. Kildare.” 
He was a scion of that 
famous Barrymore family 
which ruled the drama 
stage for 80 many years. 

Once, when Lione! was 
playing vaudeville, he was 


standing in the stage 
wings watching Bert 
Williams’ technique, 


something he always did 
when the black comedian 
was on stage. 

One of the stage hands 
asked: “Like him, huh?” 

Lionel said: “Yes, he's 
terrific.” 

The stage hand said, just 
as Williams came off the 
stage and passed by: 
“Yeah, he’s a good nigger. 
Knows his place.” 

Williams mumbled 
audibly: “Yes, a good 
nigger knows his place. 
I'm going there now. 
Dressing room No. 1.” 
(Dressing room No. 1 was 
for the top star of the 
vaudeville troupe showing 
at the theatre.) 

That asinine crack about 
“place” was the stumbling 
block to black people's 
progress from slavery up. 
The black man was'treated 
like a child in a very strict 
home of last century — to 
be seen, but not heard. 


The amusement world 
loved Bert Williams 
because he kept them 


roaring, mimicking his own 
people and the way they 
did things. All the great 
comedians of the day took 
a big hand in it. The joke 
was laid around the 
“cullud folks” and the way 
they ‘messed up.” 

The colored people of 
this day virtually shout 
around the words “black 
with pride,” but there is no 
such thing as a black man. 
The colored man merely 
has varying shades of 
brown from lighter tones to 
much deeper tones. 

But, to the white man, 
the Afroid man is black 
and, no doubt, he 
felicitates in being able to 
identify the race by saying 
black with no fear of being 
offensive. 

But the word was a 
favorite of white people in- 
sulting the colored man or 
making fun of him. In a 
song, “Mammy's Little 
Coal Black Rose," there 
are two lines to soothe a 
crying baby hurt because it 
is dark in complexion. 

One line says, “You're a 
cloud with a silver lining” 
and another suggests: 
“The reason you're black? 
| s'pose they forgot to give 


your mammy_ talcum 
powder shammy.” 
These insults were 


always hurled at colored 
people and still are. The

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had to keep locked in. 
Regardiess of how much 
money he was making, 
being the top star on the 
billing, the No. 1 dressing 
room ended his privileges 
right there. He was barred 
from night spots and first 
class hotels, resorts; 
everything open to people 
with money. 

A colored man had to 
stay in that place. When a 
top white female star of 
that day decided she wan- 
ted a scene in “The 
Ziegfield Follies” and the 
great showman granted 
the scene of her dancing 
and singing a number with 
Bert Williams, the opening 
night audience looked, and 
the masses of them left the 
theatre during the number. 

The whole white world of 
that day had a place for 
colored people and would 
not tolerate a black man 
getting out of that place. 

Men of color seem to 
permeate today's activities. 
There have 
significant changes. In 
those days of a place, the 
Black man had great 
limitations, even in sports. 
He was left off the lineup 
when northern white foot- 
ball teams played southern 
teams. 

But one team captain. 
Gerald Ford, now 
President, is reported to 
have stood by a black 
player, declaring that he 
would not play if the 
colored teammate could 
not play, regardless of the 
fact that a member of the 
opposing teams refused to 
play against opponents 
that included a Negro. 

All the country teams 
have a plentiful member- 
ship of black players at 
present. In practically 
everything that America 
does, the black man is in it 
somewhere. Changed! 
How things have changed 
when one sees black girls 
stirring up football en- 
thusiasm in southern white 
schools as cheerleaders. 

But there can't be any 
flamboozling for black 
people. We are prominent 
in public display but white 
sequestration still prevails. 
It prevals under the social 
clique arrangement but it 
is devastatingly dis- 
criminating to the black 
man being an American. 

The black man had a 
definite place 50 to 75 
years ago when the remark 
was made about Bert 
Williams. He is discreetly 
kept in a certain place 
today and, one may con- 
jecture, will be harnessed 
with restrictions even in 
2101, for although 
progress is mounting high 
in integration, there are so 
many off-limits binding the 
black man this day that it 
will take eons of social 
time to block out.

Methodist Meet

“We are still learning 
how to put it together in 
the matter of inclusiveness 
In the United Methodist 
Church”, Dr. Woodie W. 
White, Washington, D.C., 
told the Consultation on 
Racism of the West Ohio 
Conference held in the 
Worthington United 
Methodist Church, Satur- 
ay. Oct. 23. 

r. White, who is the 
executive secre of the 
Commission on Religion 
and Race of the United 
Methodist Church, said 
that if the United Methodist 
Church was composed 
only of blacks it would be 
the sixth largest Protestant 
church; if composed only 
of Asian Americans it 
would be the largest 
Protestant body and if 
composed only of 
American Indians it would 
still be. the ‘targest 
Protestant Church. 

The black minister, for- 
mer pastor of a church in 
Detroit and the urban 
missioner of the Detroit 
Conference, was elected 
executive secretary of the 
Commission on Religion 
and Race when it was first 
organized by the General 
Conterence of the 
denomination in Dallas, 
Texas, in 1968. 

Dr. White said that in- 
tegration is inadequate 
because we might all come 
out white. “Segregation is 
inadequate because it 
leaves- some people out.” 

He said that he was 
reminded of an example of 
what inclusiveness really 
means by a friend who told 
him how vegetable soup is 
made. Vegetable soup has 
black eyed peas, white 
potatoes, carrots, squash 
and tomatoes and when 
the soup is cooked all of 
the vegetables heid their 
own. But they had become 
better because they were 
intermingled. “All races 
can cetebrate what they 
are and none need be 
ashamed ... Vegetable 


soup represents the United * 


Methodist Church. 


Dr. White said that we | 


will always be a 
predominately white 
church, with black pastors 
in black churches for the 
most part and some white 


ministers in black chur-" 


ches. 

He then called attention 
to the “open itineracy” in 
which ministers may be ap- 
pointed across racial lines. 
Many United Methodist 
churches have agreed to 
accept pastors without 
fégard to race or’sex.
